The Sermo In the House of Neprosestatives
Dpen the Question of Mr. Whittemore's Ex-
pulnten.

Wamnroron, Feb, 23, —At exactly 2 o'clock
Mr. rose and stated in a deliberate moan-
wer that the Ume had arrived in which to con-
sidor the oase of the Bouth Carolina member,
Heealled up and hnd read the resolution of
expulsion. A dozon poluts of order and parlia-
mentary questions were showered upon the
Speaker, and conntless hands grasping slips of
paper were shaken wildly towards the Chalr,
and the confuslon was great.

Every member appeared to think his pro -
tion, if he could ouly submitit, would lead the
House out of all its trouble. Mr. Blalne, who
kad evidently studied all the pointa earefully
which were likely o ariso, was quick, clear,
and declded in bhis roliogs. Ten minutes had
paesed, and Logan, Poland, Varnsworth, and
others were still in the cloud of discussion, Mr.
Logan stating that he wonld yleld to nebody
Then up jomped Butler
trow the confusion of papers and books which
surrounded him, snd ropeated his admouition of
Monday, that it was improper for Mr. Whitie-
more to act for himsell, That was an eld and
true prineiple of law, “That he who is his gwn
coungel has an ass fors client,” and that he

(Butler) appeared as the attorocy of
Whittemore., At  this point  the front
doors of the HHall were quletly pushed
adlde, and Whittemore deliberstely In-

sorted his round figure within tho space, and
modestly walked to his seat near the door. A
buze ran through the asudlence, and o huodred
1ll-bred persons pointed tholr fingers at him to
indicate his preseuce to those who did not ob-
serve him. His deportment was digniied and
quiet. Bhaking the few hands which were
stretehed toward bm by bis fellow members, he
gravely took has seat, and bent his attention to
the proceedings, Mr Logan was annoyed at the
frequent Interruptions, snd Butler showod signs
of an approaching storm. When Logan objeated
o a member of the House appearing as an
attorney, Batler shook all over with rage, and
with trembling weloe pitched high, and both
hande raised, he said he presented an
aflidavit of the accused, and he should
not ask Logan, the House, nor nn{-
body for isslon to present it. It
was the God-given right, under the Constltu-
tion, for every man to be heard; ““and,"” sald he,
“] dare you Lo abridge that right.” Thus far
Butler had the best of the fight, nnd the House
and the audienee were with him, Hali an hour
had now passed, and the aflidavit, occupying
fifteen sminutes in the reading, was sent to the
Clerk's desk. 1f possible, this additional de-
fense of Whittemmore was weaker than the one
made before the committee, but it was arranged
in better shape, and was listened to with greater
attentlon. Other points of order, 80 numerous
and varied that it js impossible to recall them,
followed amid much confusion. A greal num-
ver of little men, who want to add thelr nnmes
1w all important debates, especlally before a
large audience, embairassed the proceedings
eatly by raleing flimsy excuses for obtalning
Ea floor, but the Speaker showed great tact in
disposing of them. Mr. Poland, during the ex-
vitement and uncertainty, succeeded In obt.aiul:z
the rudélnf of his resclution, but nobody seem
able te {uus where his authority came from,
The resolution pleaded for delay, and waa before
the House. Some doubt was everywhere ap-
parent, owing to the dpnrllnmem cumrllca‘
tions, as to Butler's and Whittemore's position.
Butler said he as Whittemore's at-

torney; other- insisted he must resi his seat
firet; and etill discusglon continued. Finally
some obscure member demanded that the
Speaker should decide whether he was

an attorney or 4 member, Mr. Blaine promptly
replied that the Chair considered Mr. Butler a
member, lot others denominate him whatever
they pleased. The confusion was dispelled
ﬂn-ﬁy v Mr. Whittemore, who was under the
rules entitled to an hour's time, taking the floor,
and ylelding his whole time to Mr. Batler. His

ment did not come ug to the expectation of
the audience, nor of the House, although it was
creditable. The fact is that Whittemore had
managed his esse in a very bungling manner,
and Butler wasinagreat measure disarmed. He
made many points which bad sheir effect. It was
thought tiiat he made a mistake In atiacking
pewspaper men go violently, a8 it was known
w nearly all the members on the floor that no
one engaged in the Whittemore case is con-
nected with the lirroh:msl-.m here, While it was
apparent that Butler bad not ecome up te
his usual! standard, it was everywhere re-
marked that Logatn, who made an hour's speech
in reply, bad boen noususlly brillisnt and cffect-
ive. i’il,ﬂ spueech was one of the strongest he
ever made on the floor, and long before he had
finlshed, it was evident that Whittemore's case
wns lost.

Yceek and Becker at once interfered to
prevent a continuance of the brutal treatmen

began Girlog on them. Mr. Yeck received two
huﬁu, and woe instantly killed. Mr. Becker
wius badly, and, it 1s feared, mortally wounded.
The arrest of the murdercer waa at once made,
and he was taken to jull. Doriog Thursday
night the fricnds of the killed and wounded
wen made several attempts, with more or loss
dutermination, to take out and lyoch the pri-
soner, bot the Bheriffl and guards were able to
resist the attempts, On yesterday, hiowever,
the body of Mr. Yock was burled and a large
pumber of his friends were In town from
Heurdstown and other places in the couaty.

AERIAL NAVIGATION,

Last evening, Mr. Robert Hardley, who has
g} ent nearly the whole of hia life In attempting
to domonstrate the practicability of aerial navi-
gation, entertained a fow mombers of the press
and some personal frlends with his ideas of this
subject, The general ldeas are not unlike those
advanced by Heuson abont thirty years ago in
London, a detailed deseription of which, and
iNustratioxs, appeared in Tne  Builder, April 1,
1843. lardley's systom consisls of a pair ol
wings made of elbk, extended upon whalebone
ribs, operated by levers attached to the legs and
arme, 4 parachute being placed over the hoad of
the \:ﬂrﬁnu fiying.

Like all other thoorista of this olaes, Mr.
Hardley inslats that the Nyer must start from an
clevated Hmaltlon. and by travelliug down nn
inclined plane acquire a veloclty with its vitality
esgentinl to the future movements of the per-
won, To learn the art of flylng, persons must
take a course of lessons upon his “lnstructor,’
which consists of a post, lirmly planted In the
ground, abont 20 feet in length, surmounted by
a universnl jolnt; crossing this transvorsely is o
bemn say 20 feet in length. Upon one end is
placed a platform upon which the pupil stands,
and perfects himsell in  the movements of the
wings and familinrizes himself with movemonts
in the alr. After a fow leszons fn this part of the
studies he 1s moved around and about, and in the
courge ot a few weeks he i able to get up
speed, nnd finally soars off at his pleasure with
a llmb motion not unlike walking, except that
the arms are made to ald the lower limbs, The
aﬁawm looked well on paper, as illustrated by
the inventor, but none of his andltors seemed to
credit all the wonders prophesied by him, in-
cluding this—that in fifty years hence every
house would be bullt with an inclined plain on
its roof, from which we should take our flight.
Mr. Hardley needs about £500 to baild one of
these machines, and when hie has demonatrated
the fact that it s easier for man to fly than to
walk, he Intends to bulld steam machines with
which to navigate the air.—N. Y. Tribune
to-day.

THE ADDINGTON DIVORCE,

In n Man Insane Becaune He Belloves In the

Kerlptures ¢ — Has the Non of n Diverced

Uouple n Right to [is Fathor’s Preperty ¢

In April last, Richard Dryden Addington
willed his entire estate to hls exceutor, Albert
Day, of New York, in trust for the Cooper
Unfon. Hls infant son, Willilam Weed, bearing
the maiden name of his mother, in conse-
quence of difference between his parents,
by his guardian contests the will on the
ground of insanity, and seeks to show that on
account of a dlsampnlnlmenl in love with a fas-
cinnting widow the mind of the testator took a
pecullar religious tarn, and he was thereby led
Lo give up bhis business as a life insurance agent.
A witness for the contestant testifled that the
testator told him that a ray of light struck him,
penetrated his ekull, and entered his brain, and
fr;zmu moment he becane a component part
of God.
The testator believed his conversion similar
to 8t, Paul's, the agency being Ligat. He de-
clared that in whutever he did be asked the
direction and gnidance of God. IHe thought it
sinful to do business while he had enough of
this world's goods, and belicved himself a trus-
tee of God in the disposition of his property.
The witness thought it indicated a very pecu-
liar state of mind to ask God’s direction in this
manner, Although aware that the Testament
taught “that whatever yon do, whether you eat
or drink, you do all to the glory of God”
he considered the testator at least peculiar in
following such precepts.
On beiny asked by the executor whether it
was considered by him any more “peculiar” that
a ray of light should strike & man in this age
than in the age of Bt. Paul, the witness replied,
*1 donot belleve in miracles at present. God
has no need of these agencies in this time.” In
answer to the question “how he determined
that,” the witness replied, “I ruppose, as every
c(:;:)% las, they bave & conscience given them by

The contestant’s counsel objected to the exe
cutor’s question, ‘Do you know the purposes of
God €0 that you can determine that it is not
esgentlal now to do these things?" and the Bur-
ate sustained the objection.

THE ROYAL BCANDAL.

The Mordnunt bivorce CUnuse—The Charges
nud Delense.,

Of the Mordaunt divores ease—the celabrated
cansy referred to by cable telegrian—a Loudon
correspondent saya: —

In n few days the trial of the famous diverce
case of Mordaunt va. Mordaunt will commence.
The plaintifi i a baronet, 8ir Charles Mordannt,
who seeks o divorce from his wife on the plea
of adultery. The outline of the story is that
when Lady Mordauut was confined of her first
child she confessed to the wife of a clorgyman
who wa+ with her that she hnd broken the
soventh commandment, not only with one but
with about gix diferént individuals. Her
friends say ' that Lady Mordannt whs insane
when she made that confession; her enemies
say she wns not.. Whether s a needful pre-
cautlon, or whether to give a coloring
to hier defense, 1 know not, but she has cortainly
for some monthis been the Inmate of a private
Junatie asyloim.  Bir Charles, although sent for
and urged by her Majeaty the Queen nol to
bring about that great scandal, persists in carry-
ing the matter through, e¢ven to the bitter end,
and the trial is to go on, It will cost, no mattey
which will carry the day. a not very small for-
tune. To very many Amerieans it will be inte-
rosting on account of the evidence, very much
of which will be taken from the manager,
waiters, chambermalds, and others of the Lang-
ham Hotel, where so mooy Americans put op
when they come to London.

The cuse was firat mentioned legally in the
London Court of Probate and Divoree, balore
Lord Penzance, a few weeks since, when Ser-
goeant Ballantine, on the part of Sir Charles
Mordaunt, asked If the Court wonld fix an early
day for the trial. Of the many guestions to be
decided was as to the sanity or otherwise of
Lady Mordannt, and 8ir Charles had considered
that if Lady Mordaunt was insane, as had been
represented, she was not subjected to the proper
treatment which her case required, and there-
fore il was the more necessary an early day
ghould be fixed.

The Judge Ordinary saw no remsm} why there
fbould be any departure from the ordinary rule.
The case had not been delayed in any way, bot

sot down in due courss;, and would come on in
the ordinary way. He (the Judge Ordinary)
must docline to aceode to the application.

Mordavnt, Bart., of Walton Hall. whose sult for
a divorce of his morrluge with his wite on the
grouud of her adultery with Viscount Cole and
8ir Frederick Jobm Stone, Bart., has been the
talk of fashionable circlos for months past, have
taken decided measures to have the guestion of
the insanity or sanity of Ler ladyship tried with-
out delay. It will be in the recolleetion of the
public that the Juodge Ordinary of the
Divorce Court made an  order that the
question  should be tried by a special
jury, a8 the advisers of the respoudent pleased
that she was not fit to answer the petition by
reason of her state of mind. The guestion then
arose a8 to her custody, and bher [ather, with
other persons, nominated the medical atten-
dants. Her ladyship went to live at Worthing,
and afterwards ut Bromiey. In the November
term a motion was made to vory the order, and
that Dr. Forbes Winslow with Dr. Turner Smith
should see the rospondent in the interest of the

stitioner to ascertain her condition. The case
would have been set down for trial last
Lerm but for the heavy business
in  the Court, and it now stands
pumber twelve in the list.  As the report of the
two eminent medical gentlemen above named
points to the conclusion that, even if the re-

FOUNDERING OF A STEAMER.,
—-—

Rescue of the I'l.ne.feu and —Dasta
Ceons uct of o Georgin I'Ilnt—g:?rl'-.nmul?rz
The barque Gem, of An%q!n, Captain Powers,
which arrived at Darien, Ga., on the 18th, after
an ineffectual attempt to ountride the terrible
storm which blew so flercely on Monday and
Tuesday nights of last week, brings news of
wrecks and disasters. It is to be fervenuy
hoped that the dreadful gales which roared
around the Gem on the bolslerous sea were
mlld in their anger on the waste of waters
over whieh sped the City of Boston. The Gem
left New York on the 31st of Junuary, and on
the second day out encountered a severe and
heavy gale from the west. The wind shortly
afterwards veered round to the north and east,
from which points It continued to blow with
great fury for twenty-five hours, After con-
siderable hardship in this coatest with the ele-
ments another gale was encountered on the 9th
Instant, in longitude T9 38 west, where a steamer
was sighted flying a sigonal of  distress.
OUn being approached she was fonnd to be the
Two Boye, Captain White, She was in a sink-
ing condition, the engine belng broken, and the
water pouring in over the bulwarks. The men
or board of her were exhausted by thelr_con-
stant labors at the pumps. Captain Powers on
belng halled lowersd o boal to windwnard, the
sen being very heavy, and went towards the
sinking vessel. He ?;mnd that the crew of the
Two Boys were anxious to gel away, as they
expected thelr vessel to go down atany moment,
Considerable difficulty was expericnced in get-
ting the crew off, the boat mnot being able to
hold more than four. Four trips had to be
made. The captain of the Two Boys, three
passengers, two engincers, and nine men, all
the persons on board, were thus rescued from
their inevitable fate. While the boat of the
Gem, with her herole crew, were alongside
taking away thelr las| canio of human belngs,
the Two Boys sunk suddenly in the waves, and
n white wave rushed over the place where
she stood. In latitude 31'30, longitude 79-80
West on Friday, the 11th, st 4740 P. M., pllot
boat No. § was sighted off  Tybee Islund,
As Captaln White, of the Two Boys, was
dedirous of going to Bavannab, Captain
Powers hailed, but before speaking the pilot
came alongelde with his skiff and inquired what
the matter was, and was told the purticulars of
the disaster whick befel the Two Boys, The
pilot, on being told that there wns a ship-
wrecked crew on board, and that assistance
was requl utlered an exclamation more ox-
preselve of disappointment thau indieative of
mllll‘.anm- He pulled away, and did not come

On the following Bunday, when the ruffian of
pilot boat No. S and his inhumanity were for-
gotten, toe Gem met the revenus cutter Nance-
man twelve miles northeast of this port. The
communder of vessal was more humane
than the master of the pilot boat, and took the
passengers and crew of the Two Boys on board
and landed them at Brunswick on Monday at 11

Terrible Murder Near Donver.

Dexver, Feb. 25, —A terrible murder was
committed yesterday afternoon on the road
from Burlington, near this city. As E. I}, Kin-
ney, & well-known citizen, and Joun H. Wells
were returning from Big Thomson, they over-
took one Bill Lubois, twenty miles from Bur-
lington. After o few worde of conversation
Dubols drew a revolver and fired several shots
ot the pair, killing Mr. Kinney instantly. The
murderer escnped to the monntaing. A number
of citizens have started in pursuit of the mur-
derer, Dubols is a bad character, and was
latoly arrested for robbing the malils near Bur-

Sanrta Fe, New Mexieo, Feb. 25.—The corres-
pondent of the Post at La Mesilla reporta that
Colonel Bernard, with detachments of the 1st
and 8th United States Uavalry, had a series of
runuing fights with the Indians in the Lucon
Mountain, in Arlzona, on the 25th of January,
Thirteen Jndians were killed and two were
taken prisoners. The Indian enmp and & large
amount of material were destroyed,

had with him when he was Killed and the mail
robbed was found in the camp.

FROM SANDWICH ISLANDS.

The Austrian (lonsulnte nt Honoluln,

Ban Fraxcisco, Feb. 24.—Honolulu dates of
the Oth instant have been received. The hoisting
of the Consular flag of Austria was witnessed by
the officers of the Austrian frigate Donau, the
members of the Jsland Cabinet, all the foreign
Ministers, and the ontire Consnlar corps,

The missionary packet Morning Star was
wrecked on the Big Ibionea Island, October 18,
and is a total loss.

Her passengers, among whom were the Rev.
J. F. Payne, C. B. Snow, A. A. Sturges and
family, were saved and taken to Honolulu by
the British brig Anue Porter.

There have been several severe shocks of
earthquake in the Island of Hawali. The sum-
mit of the volcano Mauna Loe is shrouded with
smoke, indicating that the fires in the crater are
again active.

The Board of Immigration have sent an neent
to China to promote the Immigration of the
Chinese to the islands.
